28 you, were you standing still when you fired or 

29 were you movin'? 

30 P.O.VAN DYKE: I think I was moving. 

31 
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1 KILLEN: Do you think, do you think you were still movin' 

2 backwards? 

3 P.O.VAN DYKE: Yes.

5 KILLEN: Okay. Do you remember how you held the pistol?
